Students, parents and workers 
at Romulus Adolescent Health 
Services received quite a shock 
when they were notified that the 
clinic would be forced to close its 
doors December 7. 

Due to enormous debt in the 
state government, legislators are 
closing the clinic and other simi¬ 
lar facilities to help slash costs 
and alleviate the impending 
deficit. The majority of the clinic's 
funds come from the state. 

"Just last year they voted to 
double the budget," says Sherry 
Nelson, nurse practitioner. 

The health care facility located 
at Romulus High School, assists 
students in everything from un¬ 
planned pregnancies to work 
study skills. For students whose 
parents have jobs that they cannot 
take time away from, the clinic is a 
tremendous help. Without the 
clinic, students with illnesses like 
the flu or bronchitis would have to 
go back to class if their parents 
could not be reached. 

In 1989 a health care worker 
brought the issue of having a clin¬ 
ic in the high school to the Romu¬ 
lus School Board. The superinten¬ 
dent of the school board and prin¬ 
cipal of the high school at the time 
were very enthusiastic about the 


idea. The clinic opened in 1990 
with a grant from the state of 
Michigan. 

It is a partnership between the 
Michigan Department of Commu¬ 
nity Health, the Romulus Board of 
Education and Oakwood Health 
Care. 

"It’s a shame because the school 
and hospitals have turned out to 
be good partners," says Diane Vi- 
dovic, who manages the clinic. 

Romulus Adolescent Health is 
looking for long-term solutions at 
the state level. 

Ex-client Melissa Me Daniel, 
who benefited greatly from the 
clinic has formed a group called 
"Adolescent Care Threatened" or 
A.C.T. Now. A.C.T. Now is seeking 
short-term charitable funds from 
local businesses and so far have 
raised 13,000 dollars. Unfortunate¬ 
ly, this is not enough to sustain the 
needs of the clinic. 

"Around the nation, school- 
based health centers are flourish¬ 
ing...The politics of today may 
lead to increased teen suicides, 
increased teen pregnancies, in¬ 
creased school violence and de¬ 
creased care for health conditions 
that impact these adolescent's 
ability to learn," says Me Daniel in 
a recent press release. 

The clinic emphasizes that they 
do have the support of local legis¬ 
lators, including Mayor Lambert 


On November 27, they held a 
press conference for community 
leaders as well as students and 
parents to discuss the need for the 
health service to remain at the 
high school. 

Two programs that will contin¬ 
ue at the high school would be a 
sexual assault program and an an¬ 
ti-smoking program. The sexual 
assault program speaks to high 
school freshman about sexual 
abuse awareness and date rape 
drugs. 

Princess Walker is another ex¬ 
client of Romulus Adolescent 
Health. She came to the clinic 
when she thought she might be 
pregnant. The clinic confirmed 
her pregnancy and gave her emo¬ 
tional support They helped her 
confront her family about the 
pregnancy and answered ques¬ 
tions and concerns that she had. 

Walker, now with a healthy boy 
named Martell, visits the clinic of¬ 
ten and is very grateful for the 
help she received. Her participa¬ 
tion in a mentor program with Ro¬ 
mulus Adolescent Health inspired 
her to be active in program called 
"City Year", a service project in De¬ 
troit 

With this program. Walker gets 
free baby-sitting and a stipend of 
100 dollar's a week. She will then 
receive a 4, 500-dollar scholarship 
to college when she completes the

program and it all started with the 
clinic. 

Another ex-client Eryn Moody 
was a peer educator for the clinic 
when she realized that she herself 
needed counseling. She received 
family counseling through the 
clinic and eventually was coun¬ 
seled to deal with her cerebral 


palsy. 

Romulus Adolescent Health 
will close unless action is taken 
soon. 

They are scrambling for funds 
and are in need of immediate 
help.

Lloyd Ward, brother of Romu¬ 
lus Board of Education trustee 
Cheryle Ward Buckley, and a for¬ 
mer resident of Romulus, was re¬ 
cently appointed the Chief Execu¬ 
tive Officer and Secretary General 
for the United States Olympic 
Committee (USOC). 

Ward, a member of the class of 
1966, attended Michigan State 
University on a basketball schol¬ 
arship and eventually became 
captain of the Spartan basketball 
team in his senior year. 

He then began a fast track ex¬ 
ecutive career that culminated in 
a leading executive position at 
Proctor and Gamble and the CEO 
position at Maytag Corporation. 

Ward also recently became a 
member of the famed and presti¬ 
gious Augusta National Golf Club, 
home of the Masters Golf Tourna¬ 
ment 

The USOC job came only after 
a strenuous interviewing process. 
After meeting with USOC’s seven 


member search committee on sev¬ 
eral occasions, he was invited to a 
series of four meetings with the 
twenty member executive board. 

Then September 11th hap¬ 
pened. Ward recall how he went 
home and discussed the situation 
with his wife. Lisa 

He asked her, "do we really 
want to do this?" 

Her reply, "It is time for special 
people to do special things. Let’s 
go for it!" 

With the 2002 Winter Olympic 
Games coming to Salt Lake City in 
a year, Ward knew, if he were suc¬ 
cessful in getting the job, it would 
require a tremendous amount of 
work.

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Westland voters are right — 
time to put pressure on CWCSA 


In speaking to the WAYNE EAGLE last 
week, Wayne City Manager John Zech said 
he thought Westland voters were confused 
when they voted to reject renewal millage 
for the Central Wayne County Sanitation 
Authority. 

I, most respectfully disagree. We have 
rant and raved on these editorial pages to 
get the issue on the Westland ballot, and 
then we asked voters to reject the renew¬ 
al. Others, like mayoral candidate, 
Richard LeBlanc were just as vociferous 
on the campaign trail. Westland voters, for 
the most part, know exactly why they vot¬ 
ed no. 

They voted "no” because they are paying 
nearly four times the cost of burying their 
trash in landfills. Voters do not need to be 
rocket scientists to figure out that this is a 
bad deal. The CWCSA incinerator, 
propped up by the taxpayers of participat¬ 
ing communities—Westland, Wayne, 
Inkster, Garden City and Dearborn 
Heights—benefits only the private compa¬ 
ny, Baltimore Gas and Electric, that owns 
the operation. 

Of course the argument against thumb¬ 
ing our noses at the incinerator, is that we 
are bound by contract. A long term con¬ 
tract, I must say that legally demands that 
we must dispose our trash at the incinera¬ 
tor at the rip-off rate. 

And most of the consortium cities like 
Wayne, Inkster, etc. believe the proper 
course of action is to honor that contract 
Zech, in speaking out on behalf of the 
CWCSA, said, "Westland has a contractual 
and legal obligation to the Incinerator Au¬ 
thority....If they don't (abide by the con¬ 



tract) there 
will be law- 
suits. You 
can be sure 
on that" 

Oppo¬ 
nents like 
LeBlanc, and to a lesser degree, Wayne 
councilperson and former mayor, Robert 
Dickerson, say bring on the lawsuits. They 
point to other communities that have suc¬ 
cessfully broken their deals with incinera¬ 
tors. 

A better approach, however, than insti¬ 
gating lawsuits, might be for the princi- 
pals—Westland which pays 40% of the tab, 
representatives from the other cities, and 
the Baltimore Gas and Electric company, 
sit down to talk about alternatives. 

Certainly we all understand a contract 
is a contract, but when the will of the peo¬ 
ple says enough is enough and we are 
tired of being "hosed," there is a legitimate 
reason to either reduce the rates being 
charged or to look to landfills to handle 
our trash needs. 

I will agree with Zech when he says the 
new Westland administration is going to 
have to clear up the controversy. Job one 
for Mayor Sandra Cicirrelli’s cabinet is to 
deal with this nasty paradox: How do you 
appease the majority of Westland voters 
who oppose paying the millage, and abid¬ 
ing by a contract that the past administra¬ 
tion legally have bounded the City to? 

Let's see what happens. But I, as the vot¬ 
ers of Westland would expect, a legitimate 
attempt to negotiate a reduction in price 
for all the CWCSA partners. 


City officials routinely break laws 


There is an old saying with 
which most of us are familiar 
that, “ignorance of the law is no 
excuse.” In other words, just 
because you didn’t know the 
law existed, doesn't exempt you 
from prosecution and punish¬ 
ment, or does it? 

There is a variation of that 
axiom that quite often (too of¬ 
ten) is used as a successful de¬ 
fense against minor violations 
of the law. That is “Your honor, 
there was no criminal intent.” 
Often, that will get a charge dis¬ 
missed or in some cases con¬ 
vince the prosecutor not file 
charges in the first place. 

In this writer’s opinion, that 
defense is a subterfuge to allow 
prosecutors and judges to exer¬ 
cise favoritism for certain vio¬ 
lators and/or violations. 

A case in point is violations 
of the Michigan Open Meetings 
Act by public officials. 

Technical violations by pub¬ 
lic officials are hardly ever 
prosecuted unless a resident 
can show that he or she was 
“harmed” by the violation. The 
officials themselves usually 
claim they did not realize the 
action or failure to act was a vi¬ 



olation of the statute. Try that 
with a traffic citation (a rev¬ 
enue producer for the city) as 
see how far you get 

Every public official, 
whether elected or appointed, 
should be required to read the 
statute and sign a paper attest¬ 
ing to the fact that he or she has 
read it Then “ignorance” can¬ 
not be claimed. 

However, a little known fact 
is that the state Attorney Gen¬ 
eral issues opinions (interpre¬ 
tations) of the statute that have 
the force of law until over¬ 
turned by the courts or the leg¬ 
islature. 

While many of the opinions 
are technical (minor) in per¬ 
spective, they all comply with 
the stated objective of the 
statute, which is to maximize 
the public’s access to what its 
government is doing. 


At a council meeting, have 
you ever seen one council 
member lean over to another 
and whisper something? That’s 
a violation of one of the recent 
rulings by our current Attorney 
General Jennifer Granholm. 

When notice of a special 
meeting (not regularly sched¬ 
uled) is posted, it is usually put 
on a bulletin board inside of 
city hall. Nothing wrong with 
that but it does not meet the re¬ 
quirement of proper notice per 
an Attorney General’s (Frank 
Kelly) opinion. Such notices 
must be available to the public 
for at least a continuous 24- 
hour period. 

Putting it on a bulletin board 
inside a building, which is 
locked at night or over the 
weekend, does not satisfy that 
requirement 

Call in “nit picking”, which 
most officials do, but there is a 
reason for each of these rulings 
and that is to have a fully in¬ 
formed public. 

It is time to do more nitpick¬ 
ing. They can claim ignorance 
the first time, but after that 
there would be grounds for 
prosecution.

No I don’t have a crystal ball. I 
‘didn’t have an inside source. I’m 
not lucky. 

Last week’s prediction that the 
Canton Township Board would re¬ 
verse itself and officially place 
Martin Luther King Jr. above 
George Washington, Abraham Lin¬ 
coln, and Christopher Columbus 
was easy. 

Just as easy as predicting that 
most township workers will now 
have to undergo “diversity” train¬ 
ing on Martin Luther King Jr. Day 
instead serving the public — at a 
cost of $40,000 in lost productivity. 

Both calls were easy because 
the township board is as pre¬ 
dictable as a cuckoo clock 

While I have always supported 
declaring Martin Luther King Day 
an official local holiday in munici¬ 
palities that honor national he¬ 
roes, I didn’t support it in Canton, 
which not only had no such policy, 
but has not created one. Without a 
policy, it’s obvious that the deci¬ 
sion was a knee-jerk reaction to a 
special interest group, not a 
thoughtful application of a coher¬ 
ent policy to honor great Ameri¬ 
cans. 

While nobody would dispute 
King’s national hero status as a 
civil rights martyr, it demeans his 
memory to receive an affirmative- 
action recognition created to ease 
board members’ white guilt for 
their relatively segregated city. 

Creating a day for King and not 
one for the Fhther of our Country 
is comparable to a corporation 
creating a token job for a qualified 
black person. 

Since King devoted and sacri¬ 
ficed his life for, among other 
things, ending tokenism, why give 
him a token holiday? 

Why not set a local holiday poli¬ 
cy and establish a selection crite¬ 
rion for national heroes? That 
way, the selection of honorees 
would make sense. And the result¬ 
ing holidays would launch cele¬ 
brations, not “diversity” training 
days. 

This last point concerns the 
most for three reasons. First, a na¬ 
tional hero should be celebrated, 
if not loved. For years Columbus, 
initiator of the Age of Exploration, 
was honored with long parades.

The floats, the bands, and the 
beauty queens flowing past spec¬ 
tators, venders, and organ 
grinders' monkeys created a day 
of patriotic joy. Though national 
heroes deserve celebrations, all 
Canton will give King is dreary 
“diversity"’ seminars. 

Second, the last thing Canton's 
workers need is “diversity” train¬ 
ing. Assuming that “diversity” 
training was useful, the last peo¬ 
ple who need it are Canton’s work¬ 
ers. Though the fact has been ob¬ 
scured in the haste of the knee- 
jerk reaction, as of last year, Earl 
Truss, president of the Western 
Wayne County NAACP told me 
that no racial-related complaints 
had been filed against Canton. 

In other words, evidence of 
racial discrimination by Canton’s 
workers does not exist 

So why train them in “diversi¬ 
ty”? Or better yet, why not instead 
give them bonuses for being West¬ 
ern Wayne County’s most color¬ 
blind municipal worker's? 

Third, America’s melting pot 
makes “diversity” training impos¬ 
sible. This is because it takes two 
or, at most three generations for 
immigrants to assimilate. While 
some fust generation immigrants 
may not speak English, almost all 
second generation immigrants do. 
By the third generation, family 
members are likely to wear back¬ 
wards baseball caps or expose 
their tattoos with Britney Spears 
tops. 

If anybody needs training 
about Martin Luther King Day 
and official holiday policies, it's 
township board members. 

First, the township must be 
trained not to base policies on se¬ 
lective reasoning. In his rationale 
for recommending King Day, Su¬ 
pervisor Tom Yack said that it 
“would align Canton with many 
other governments.” What Yack 
missed is that the other govern¬ 


ments recognize Columbus or 
Presidents’ Days. 

Second, the township must 
base policy on reality. Canton is 
not too diverse. It's a mostly white, 
mostly Christian suburb. Demo- 
graphically. Canton can be expect¬ 
ed to become more racially mixed 
in line with the national trend. 

But — and here’s where the 
township board needs training — 
high immigration rates are mak¬ 
ing the country, now 93 percent 
Christian, more Christian instead 
of less. 

What’s happening is that Chris¬ 
tian Latinos and Asians are ex¬ 
pected to make up the bulk of im¬ 
migration. By 2050, the number of 
Latinos is expected to reach 100 
millioa 

“We cannot be too certain 
whether they will be chiefly 
Catholic or Pentecostal, but it is a 
virtual certainty that they will not 
be attending mosques or Taoist 
temples,” wrote Phillip Jenkins. 
“Then as now, Latinos will over¬ 
whelmingly be Christian. And so, 
perhaps surprisingly, will be the 
bulk of the Asian population.” 

Just as township board mem¬ 
ber's needs a national hero holi¬ 
day policy in line with America if 
they want joyous celebrations in¬ 
stead of dreary seminars, they 
need a holiday policy in line with 
an increasingly Christian nation if 
they don't want to make the same 
mistake as prewar Germany. 

Just as the township board has 
substituted abstract reindeer for a 
Christmas creche at town hall, 
Nazi Germany substituted JulfesU 
a pagan holiday, for Christmas. 
(The Soviet Union merely banned 
Christmas, substituting dreary 
Marxist training.) 

Among the many tilings we lost 
when a madman’s bullet took 
King's life was the great minister 
who led the Civil Rights Move¬ 
ment from his pulpit 

Not only could he have taught 
Canton boat'd member’s the value 
of celebrating more than one na¬ 
tional hero, he could have even 
taught them how to have a merry 
Christmas and how to reward 
their workers for spreading joy 
and goodwill to all. 


There is no longer a “recall bunch.” 

There are several individuals 
who continue to come to meetings 
who were supportive in one way or 
another of the recall of 2000. That 
does not mean that anybody that 
has a gripe is part of the “recall 
bunch” or that there is even in any 
kind of a group anymore. 

For once, instead of painting 
people with one bread brush, why 
not try and listen to the complaints 
and constructive comments 
brought forward by many of these 
community activists.
